Specifically, the m e thod includes tho steps of providing a participant with at least 
on e conferencing-form containing information relating to a remot e conferencing s e ssion and 
including coded data indicativ e of an identity of tho conf e r e ncing form and of at least one 
r e ference point of the confer e ncing form, r e ceiving, in a comput e r syst e m, indicating data 
from a sensing device op e rat e d by said oonforonoo participant involved in tho confer e nc e 
s e ssion, said indicating data r e garding th e id e ntity of the conf e r e ncing form and a po s ition of 
th e s e nsing dovio e r e lative to th e conf e r e ncing form, th e sensing device, wh e n placed in an 
operativ e position r e lativ e to the conf e r e ncing form, sensing th e indicating data using at4east 
som e of the coded data, id e ntifying in the comput e r syst e m and from the indicating data, at 
l e ast one paramet e r r e lating to the conf e r e ncing s e ssion, and providing at least ono other 
oonforonoo participant — remote — from said — conf e r e nc e — participant with — at least — one 
conf e rencing form containing information repr e s e ntativ e of the at least on e param e t e r. 

Th e invention can be employ e d by geographically distributed participants to 
communioato graphical ideas via a shar e d 'whiteboard' using int e ractiv e surface media 
while engag e d in a t e l e phon e confer e nc e . Every time a participant adds a modification or a 
n e w diagram to the whiteboard, th e oth e r participants can bo provid e d with a print e d copy of 
tho updated pago.

A system and method for enabling remote conferencing between conference 
participants involves the use of one or more forms that support interaction with a computer 
system or network. Each form is printed on sheet material such as paper and includes coded 
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data that allows it t o be used to interact with the computer system via a sensing device 
operated by a user. The system and method can be employed bv geographically distributed 
participants to com municate graphical ideas via a shared * whiteboard' using interactive 
surface media while engaged in a telephone conference. Every time a participant adds a 
modification or a ne w diagram to the whiteboard, the other participants can be provided with 
a printed copy of the undated page. 
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
